The Atomic Control Dispute 


AILURE to prohibit: atomic weapons 
has been condemned by Russia as 

one of the worst misdeeds of the: United 
Nations General Assembly, Disappoint- 
ment at the modesty of the Assentbly's 
achievements ix, of course, shared by 
the Western Powers, yet it i swell to 
remember that the Assembly was never 
meant to solve questions of security in 
which the, co-operation of — the Great 
Powers is vital. Wherefore, to learn why 
the challenge of. atomic energy remains 
so far unanswered it is necessary to 
look obnek on on three-year history of 
division between the Eastern and 
Western Powers, ‘The first move to try 
tnd bring atomic developments - under 
international control was made by 
Britain, the United States and Canada 
in November, 1945, and in the following 
June, Mr Bernard Baruch duly presented 
te the United Natlons Atomic Energy 
Commission a plan xponsored by the 
United States Government. It envisaged 
the establishment of a world atomic 
energy suthority: wilh extensive powers: 
of contro! and inspection
